Thisis an increase in funding of $925,000 and no
change in FTE positions compared to estimated net FY 2018.

FY 2019 Other Funds: Appropriates atotal of $55.0 million from other funds. Thisis a net increase of
$252,000 compared to estimated net FY 2018.

FY 2019 Standing Appropriations: The attached tracking also includes a standing limited appropriation of
$18,000 for FY 2019 from the General Fund for the enforcement of owa Code chapter 453D (Tobacco
Product Manufacturers — Enforcement of Financial Obligations). Thisis no change compared to estimated
net FY 2018. Additionally, the attached tracking also reflects a standing unlimited appropriation of $125,000
for FY 2019 from the General Fund for the printing of cigarette stamps pursuant to lowa Code section
453A.7.

NEW PROGRAMS, SERVICES, OR ACTIVITIES
